Sergeant Joyce is a coroner 
He arranged to go to the scene by 
airplane. While it is quite apparent 
that the party died of starvation and 


exposure, police will rescue the ex- 
plorers’ diaries and other papers 
thought to be valuable 

Discovery of the bodies was made 
last July by H. S. Wilson, represent- 
ng the Northern Aerial Exploration 
company, who reported to Sergeant

WINNIPEG, Oct. 10.—Rushed by 
aeroplane from the scene of a railway 
accident to a Winnipeg hospital, Jack 
Clayton, 39, failed to rally Tuesday 
morning and died about 4:30, while 
his companion, A. M. Hannon, 22, was 


reported as being in fair condition 
Both suffered considerably from 
scalds and burns received Monday

Alliance Asks For M 
mum High School Stan- 
dard of $4,000 


With J. Percy Page acting as their 
spokesman, Edmonton high school 
teachers, through the Edmonton High 
School Teachers’ Alliance applied to 
the school manageraent committee of 
the Edmonton Public School board 
Tuesday night for a general increase 
in salaries, Claiming that the local 
salaries are the lowest paid in thirty 
of the largest cities in Canada 

The Alliance's application calis for 
@ revision in salaries which would 
bring the maximum up to $4,000 

With the board agreeing that any 
injustice in the matter of salaries be- 
ing done to Edmonton High Schoo) 
teachers should be rectfied immediate- 
ly, trustees stated that they wanted 
ample time to study the situation and 
motion opening the discussion was 
roduced by Trustee A. E. Oite- 


The motion is “That the board go 
into the question of salaries with a 
view of meeting the request of the 
Edmonton High School Teachers’ Al- 
liance on the basis of a yearly in- 
crement of $100 until the new maxi- 
mum of $4000 for high schoo) prin- 
cipals and $3,200 for assistants is 
reached.” An ammendment by ‘Trus- 
tee Cushing that the board take up 
the question with the Calgary school 
board with a view of co-operation in 
setting salary schedules, was defeated 

“I do not object in paying a fair 
Wage to the teachers but I believe that 
we shouldn't spend money which isn’t 
in the year's estimates,” Trustee W 
W. McBain stated. The proper time 
te consider the question is when next 
year’s estimates are being dealt with 
Mr. McBain stated. 

Although serious burdens have been 
added to the lot of the Edmonton high 
school teacher by the new curriculum 
and the cost of living has been con- 
siderably increased there has been no 
revision in the salaries, Mr. Page 
Pointed out to the boerd. High school 
tachers and principals are making 
teaching their life work and years of 
thorough’ and painsteking study is 
necessary before they can qualify to 
act as a teacher. 

Since 1914 there has 
crease of only 16 per cent in high 
school teachers’ salaries, although the 
cost of living has advanced 6% per 
cent, Mr. Page said.
